London. Dec. 26.—In the course of a 
review published in The Morning Post 
of conditions existing at Pekin, H. J. 
W higham, a well known newspaper 
correspondent, says there are uow 350,• 
OOO inhabitants pursuing their various 
avocations in the American quarters. 
The m arkets are in full blast. 
He adds 
that the American and Japanese quar­ 
ters in all respects are the best managed, 
“ showing the ability on the part of the 
Americans to handle the subject people, 
which is not done elsewhere, to proper 
advantage.” 
Continuing, Mr. W hig­ 
ham says: 
“ This enormous portion of the city is 
policed by exactly one company of in­ 
fantry and a few mounted men under a 
provost marshal. 
If only these hard 
headed soldiers of the provost m arshal 
type had been given a free hand in the 
Philippines the task of subjugating u n ­ 
fortunate islanders would have been 
much more simple. 
If the Japanese 
have come out of the muddle with flying 
colors they at loast have the Americans 
close behind them. 
It was worth send­ 
ing an expedition to China if only to get 
a few hints on the transport from the 
Americans. 
Their scheme of municipal 
governm ent could not be bettered by the 
British who have learned from business 
experience ill every quarter of the globe. 
“ For point of contrast it is only neces­ 
sary to walk down the avenue of the 
. Chinese city dividing the U nited States 
and Germany. The American side of 
of the street is simply Pekin in ordinary ! 
garb of 
peace, minus 
its varigafced 
smell. 
The opposite side is alm ost de­ 
serted. 
The Germans have to come to 
the American side for meat aud vegeta­ 
bles and it is whispered the country peo­ 
ple some times are robbed as they are 
bringing in produce, except where tho 
gates are under British, American or 
Japanese. 
This is why the m arkets in 
quarters controlled by these nation s are 
the best.” 
A dispatch to the Pall Mall Gazette 
from Pekin, dated Monday, Dec. 24th, 
says: 
Much agitation has been caused by 
tho activity of German troops in districts 
under British protection. 
So acute has 
been the feeling, the dispatch adds, there 
has been a question of the B ritish seced­ 
ing from the allies command. 
The Foregu office informed the repre­ 
sentatives of the Associated Press that 
there was no truth iu the Pall Mall 
G azette’s Pekin dis;>atch which says 
there has been a question of the British 
seceding from the allied command owing 
to the activity of Germ any in district 
nuder B ritish protection. 
The Chinese question has virtually 
reached the money point. 
The amount 
of the indem nity to be paid will proba­ 
bly require m any weeks of diplomatic 
consultation. 
Sir Robert H art knows 
better than anybody else w hat can be 
paid by the Chinese governm ent w ith­ 
out tho complete surrender of her tax­ 
ing and revenue resources to Europe, 
but bankers iu all the capitals will pre­ 
fer to have a great loan underw ritten 
by the powers themselves, aud full Anan 
elal control established by an interna 
tional commission for the paym ent of 
interest aud sinking fund.

Plan ,* and first president of the Madrid 
junta, has just arrived in New York 
froiwOanada. 
'•I came here to be f r 
he explained. 
“It was impossible fot me to be other 
than a slave to America when I lived 
with my wife and five children in Ma­ 
nila, so I have come where I won't have 
to be sntmervient. 
Americans are not 
subservient to Americans, and while I 
don't approve of the American methods 
employed in the Philippines, I’d rather 
be a free American than an enslaved 
Filipino.” 
Senor Pod tela was a lawyer and editor 
in Mauilia. 
When the war began he 
was Aguinaldo’s chief adviser. 
Driven oat of the Philippines by the : 
American soldiers, he fled with his wife 
aud five small children to Madrid. There 
he established the first Filipino junta 
and was made its president. 
With the idea that such a junta would 
flourish in Canada he left Madrid and 
went to Montreal. 
Ho had been there 
for the past several weeks. 
“ You hear so mach of American in­ 
dependence in Canada," he continued, 
"that I decided to come here aud get 
some of it.” 
Senor Fontela explained that it was 
snf** for him to return to the Philippines 
and resume his law practice and the pub­ 
lication of his newspaper were he will­ 
ing to swear allegiance to the stars aud 
stripes. 
" I ’m no hypocrite,” he explained, 
“aud can’t take such an oath when my 
people are in a struggle which must end 
in death or freedom. 
I will not re­ 
turn to- the Philippines until indepen­ 
dence has been gained. 
’•The impression has got abroad that 
Aguinaldo is dead. 
This is nonsense. 
He has a large following and every man 
under him is there to do or die. 
The 
war bas just begun nnless America ac­ 
cedes to the demands of the Filipinos.” 
Regarding the formation of a new 
parry which the United States officials 
say will rally the Filipinos to the colo­ 
nial policy, Senor Fontela Baith 
“This scheme is doomed to failure. 
The leaders, Buencamino and Paterno, 
are leaders without a party. 
They are 
time-servers. 
Daring the Spanish dom­ 
ination they were more Spanish than 
Spaniards. 
During the effective life of 
the Filipino republic they were ardent 
patriots. 
“ When the United States troops cap­ 
tured the Filipino capital, Tarlac, these 
men allowed themselves to be taken 
prisoners and have since professed ar­ 
dent enthusiasm for United States su­ 
premacy. 
Any proposal made by them 
is sure to be rejected by the Filipinos, 
who will apply to them the proverb 
which, being translated is “ the same I 
dogs with different colors.” 
Last Jane Buencamino made an at- 2 
tempt to organize a party for autonomy, i 
No one responded. 
In October Paterno | 
tried to organize festivals in Manila and * 
asked Filipino revolutionists to cooper­ 
ate with him in asking for a broad plan 
of self-government. 
The United States 
people can hardly have forgotten the 
complete failure of the Manila festivals 
and the indifference with which the 
people treated Senor Paterno’s efforts. 
“Now, Palermo aud Buencamino join 
their forces, proposing to organize a new 
party, a ‘federal party. ’ As the force of 
each amounts to zero, their united forces 
will be double zero.”

-It was more than 
a merry Christ mas for tho 110 passen­ 
gers on the belated Allan liner State of 
Nebraska. 
Nineteen days out from the 
Clyde, eight clays overdue, the Ne­ 
braska crept into port here with smashed 
lifeboats, demolished light houses and 
broken and twisted mils. 
It was the first clear day the voy­ 
agers had seen since Dec. 7, when tho 1 
Nebraska steamed out of Moville, Ire- j 
land, in the face of a gale that swept j 
her decks. 
On board the State of Nebraska when j 
she left Glasgow on Dec. 6, were IO sa 
I 
loon, 30 second cabiu aud 70 steerage I 
passengers. 
The officers and passengers declared 
the wreckage on deck gave but a faint 
idea of the horrors of the voyage. Three 
times the m achiuery broke down aud 
the vessel had to be hove to. 
Gales and head seas swept the ship 
from the moment she left Moville, al 
m idnight on Dec. ll, the feod pipes o f 
tho engines gave out and the Nebraska 
was hove to for three hours headed into 
the seas washiug over her. 
It was at this time that a wave 
smashed the two lighthouses containing 
the side lights. 
The vessel was rolling 
and lifting to the seas or plunging into 
them. 
The steerage passengers were 
all in terror and the cabiu voyagers 
clung to their berths. 
The feed pipes 
were repaired aud improvised sidelights 
placed. 
The engines could not force her for- j 
ward at more than throe knots an hour. 
Some times sho moved at less thau two 
knots. 
Two of the lifeboats on the port 
side forward were smashed to splinters 
on Doc. Ill 
The vessel logged but fifty 
miles for that 24 hours, and for six days 
she made less than ninety miles. 
The engines had to be stopped on the 
15th to cool some overheated journals 
aud the next day the main steampipos 
gave so much trouble another stop had 
to be made. 
T h o only one of the crew injured in 
the long voyage W M W illiam Thompson, 
a fireman who w a s hurled against tho 
deck rails and had tw’o ribs fractured. 
Captain David Ingram of Vancouver, 
who has circled the globe twice, was one 
of the passengers. 
He said that three 
times the voyagers felt that all hope was 
gone. 
Not a meal could be served in 
the saloon during the voyage.
